Remember this from May 13, 2005? K7JA and K6CTW on the Tonight Show with Jay Leno. Morse 
Code vs Text Messaging. CW saves the day, and our guest speaker for our November 15 meeting is 
the fellow who saved a bunch of money on his car insurance, Ken Miller, KECTW. Come join us for an 
entertaining evening of “The Evolution of Morse Code”. 


Ken was originally licensed in 1967 as WN2BKC, and is now an A1 Operator, active in the 
Transcontinental Corps liaising messages through the NTS, certified at 35wpm American Morse, 40wpm 
Continental Code, and author of numerous articles over the years in Electric Radio and CQ magazines. 


Ken received his Bachelor of Science in Mathematics from Virginia Military Institute and is a former US 
Marine Corps officer. As a civilian, he has held Principal Engineering and Management roles with 
experience in military, commercial wireless, cellular as well as terrestrial communications systems, with 
specialty areas of systems assurance, cyber security, and embedded systems. 


Besides showing the Tonight Show clip, the program includes a "show and tell" with some of the 
telegraph items (Sounder, Phillips Code and relay), then International Morse and how it became the 
standard. Then some high speed equipment and also foreign Morse codes (Russian and Japanese). 
Ken’s current interests include CW education and rag chewing in French, learning Russian and Russian 
Morse, and continuing to chase DXCC with his Drake 2-B/2-BQ and DX-60.

ak More than a Callsign 


Afternoon everyone, as you may have noticed, I have a 
brand-new vanity callsign W60TO (The OTO is for Old 
Towne Orange). A quick shoutout to Tim G. N6GP for 
pointing out the availability. 


For those who have applied for a vanity callsign, it’s an 
opportunity to add some personality to your callsign. 
Contesters will tell you they receive more callbacks with 
a shorter callsign than the typical 2x3. Additionally, you 
can modify your callsign to sound more appealing, 
reducing homophones such as MN/NM/S6 and have a 
callsign that has a phonetical punch. Vanity callsigns also 
benefit CW operators when copying and sending code. 


When applying for my new callsign, I couldn’t help but 
look into who held the callsign before. One development 
in the hobby to consider is the use of QRZ.com. It gives a 
small glimpse of the people behind the callsign that fill 
out the biography and upload pictures. From the brief 
description, he received his ticket in 1952 as a Novice 


and primarily participated in CW. He moved to California 


to finish high school. William later on took a general 
study course at Scott Radio Supply in Long Beach and 
that brought him back in the hobby in the 70’s. 


Since then, Dean passed November 15 2011 and is 
survived by a handful of children and grandchildren. It’s 


worth mentioning in his obituary it was noted his passion 


for cars, aviation, and amateur radio. So, with that being 
said, its safe to assume Dean was invested in the ham 
hobby for that to come up.
